Five years ago, July 8th, 1988, Bobby Dunn of 16 
Forest Ridge Road, Agawam, received the bone 
marrow transplant that started him on the road to 
recovery from cancer. Five years without relapse 
is the length of time medical experts consider a 
cancer to be cured. 

There is Joy in the Dunn home and celebration 
is in order. Bobby and his parents, Robert and 
Gloria, and his sisters, Ann Lynch, Kelly Gallo, 
and Kim and Laura Dunn, invited friends and the 
people of Agawam to rejoice with them at an 
“Open House” from 7:00 to 9:00 p.m. at their home 
on Thursday, July 8th. Bobby said he received in- 
credible support from so many people, many of 
whom he doesn’t know, that he wants to thank 
them for helping him reach today. 

Another cause for celebration is the completion 
of Bobby's second year of college. He spent one 
year at Wheaton and then transferred to Western 
New England College. He just completed the first 
summer session at WNEC with an A in biology 
and has started the second summer session with 
courses in biology and chemistry. 

After August 10th, he is off until he moves back 
to campus for his junior year. He said, “I can’t 
wait for the fall to come.” 

Plans To Attend Medical School 

He expects to be awarded a bachelor of science 
degree in biology with a minor in mathematics. “I 
love math and I’m good at it,” Bobby said, ‘“‘so | 
decided to combine math with science.” He plans 
to attend medical school at the University of Cen- 
tral Florida near Orlando.

obby was 14 years-old in 1987 when he was 
diagnosed as having lymphoblastic lymphoma, a 
form of cancer. He underwent radiation at 
Baystate Medical Center and the disease went in- 
to remission, he explained. : 

Suddenly, on Memorial Day Weekend in 1988, 
problem was noted with his white blood cell 
count. ‘Normal count is between 7,000 and 


9,000,” Bobby continued. “Mine had climbed to 
more than 1,200,000.” 
Doctors recommended a bone marrow 


transplant and after searching and testing, he 
received a transplant from his sister, Laura, at 
Dana-Farber Cancer Institute in Boston, site of 
the Jimmy Fund Cancer Clinic. 

“Those were dark days,” Bobby recalled. “They 
used an experimental drug, and it worked. There 
were many times it seemed as if | were at a dead 
end, but my life has been one miracle after 
another. They used experimental drugs and they 
worked! And there was always that phenominal 
support from the people of Agawam that helped 
keep me going.”

The Problem Of Drugs In The Workplace 


__the American workplace is comprised of opera- 
tions ranging from a one-man garage type shop, 
to buildings and factories holding thousands of 
employees. Some are protected by unions, some 
receive government funding, and still some pro- 
vide services that directly affect the health and 
safety of the public. 

Differences in size and method of operation 
and product dictate that drug prevention policies 
be adopted to best fit the needs of the particular 
business. While certain generic principles can be 
applied to any type of business, the main ques- 
tion is whether or not drug prevention rules and 
regulations are required by law and how these 
laws govern the workplace. 

Federal regulations state that any company 
with $25,000 or more in federal contracts must 
meet certain spaciied standards as set forth in 
the Drug-Free Workplace Act of 1988:

Mrs. Willis Charges 
Procrastination On 
School Space Problem 


Agawam Town Councilor and mayoral can- 
didate Joanne H. Willis has released the following 
statement regarding the space needs of the 
Agawam School System: 


“The procrastination in formulating a perma- 
nent solution to the space needs in our school 
system will cost the Town of Agawam in time and 
money. We must commit to a solution which will 
relieve the overcrowding in our schools and which 
will diffuse the stress and the emotional volatility 
of parents, students, and educators in an 
untenable situation,” said Willis. 


Willis commended the study committee and 
Superintendent of Schools Bernard Ryder for their 
diligence and hard work in formulating this year’s 
study. She also lauded the efforts of James 
Loomis, Jr., whose 1989 Enrollment-Facilities 
Study laid the groundwork for potential solutions 
to this longstanding problem. 


“The space needs problem goes beyond the 
need for Early Childhood classrooms. We have 
other special education requirements for 
classrooms, Project S.E.E., library and computer 
room needs,” continued Willis. “We should 
strongly consider a freestanding building at one 
elementary school to house ECP and kindergarten 
classes with additions to the three remaining 
elementary schools, which will take five to seven 

ears. 

M “This may be the most fiscally responsible op- 
tion. The stand-alone building will free up to two 
to four classrooms in each elementary school and 
will be consistent with the Bureau of Early Learn- 
ing’s governance of pre-kindergarten and 
kindergarten requirements.” Willis said, ‘‘Even- 
tual additions to the elementary schools as op- 
posed to a new elementary school will eliminate 
the need to construct gym, cafeteria, and 
auditorium facilities, to hire a principal, and 
associated staff, to provide busing, and to main- 
tain a new site. 


“As a councilor, | watched the administration 
seek Council approval for the enclosure of the 
Perry Lane Park pavilion, with only an unofficial 
vote of support from the School Committee at a 
workshop. Four days later, the Council was asked 
to disregard this plan and vote to okay the con- 
struction of a new block building instead with no 
hint of consultation with the School Committee,” 
said Willis. “Problem solving demands leader- 
ship, not control. As elected officials, we must 
study the problem, then arrive at a consensus 
after proper consideration.” 


Willis concluded, “Our children and their future 
are too important to consign to the limbo of lost 
opportunities. We must act to insure a quality 
education for all our schoolchildren where ex- 
cellence is the only acceptable standard.”

It is currently estimated that somewhere bet- 
ween 12% and 25% of American workers have ac- 
cess to Employee Assistance Programs (EAP). 
There are over 10,000 of these programs in place

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throughout the country, and assistance for 
employees can range from informal referrals to 
formal treatment sessions. 

At the present time, there are very few private 
sector employees testing workers for drug use. A 
1988 survey (conducted by the U.S. Department of 
Labor, Bureau of Labor Statistics) found that of 
the employers surveyed, only 3% had testing pro- 
grams and 7% had employee drug abuse 
assistance programs. 

Most companies having testing and assistance 
rograms in place were large organizations with 
,000 or more employees. Questions surrounding 

drug testing include whether drug testing is really 
necessary, adequate, or cost-effective in address- 
ing substance abuse problems; whether current 
methods of drug testing violate constitutionally 
guaranteed rights of privacy and due process; and 
whether drug testing Is reliable and valid.

The transplant was on July 8th, and on July 
31st, 1988, Agawam organizations and townspeo- 
ple rallied around the Dunn family and held a pan- 
cake breakfast to start the Bobby Dunn Fund at 
Westfield Savings Bank on Main Street. 

1,500 People Attended 

More than 1,500 people went to the High School 
in the rain and ate pancakes to help Bobby. 1 got 
cards and letters from as far away as South 
Carolina from folks | didn’t know, who had just 
heard about me and wanted to be encouraging.” 

Bobby was hospitalized all summer and in 
September entered Agawam High School. Most of 
Bobby’s medical crises came in May or early sum- 
mer and during high school, he did well enough 
academically to make the Honor Roll and receive 
a number of scholarships. He played soccer and 
was on the varsity baseball team. He also played 
the drums in the band and ensembles. 


In 1988, he received one of two “Director's 
Awards” for ‘Leadership, Musicianship, and 
Scholarship.” He was involved with the District 
Youth Band for three years and the National 
Academy of Music for American Youth in Concert 
chose him to tour China with a group of young 
musicians. He was not able to go. While at 
Wheaton College, he instructed 10 students in 
drums, and is now teaching about 10 students at 
the Agawam Guitar Academy and another 10 at 
his home. 

Wheaton College did not have a baseball team 
and Bobby said he transferred too late to WNEC 
to get into baseball last year. Baseball is his 
favorite: sport and he hopes to play at college this 
all. 

Since the bone marrow transplant, Bobby’s 
medicines have been taken orally, and there have 
been a number of side effects. He has had GVH, 
Graft Versus Host, which means that his sister's 
bone marrow has been fighting his. The medica- 
tion caused him to lose weight, and he was given 
medicine to increase his weight. “They think they 
have the GVH under control now,” Bobby said. 
“My doctors have just taken me off three 
medicines.” Something else to celebrate! 

Bobby is an optimistic and positive person, his 
obviously proud mother, Gloria, said. “He 
believes that faith and good attitudes have much 
to do with healing.” 


Even now, he says there are good and not so 
good days. And when days are not so good, he 
looks to special people for support. “These peo- 
ple are my parents, my sisters, and my girlfriend, 
Kristen Lesniewski of Southbridge.” 

Bobby feels he is fortunate despite his set- 
backs and that he is right up there with other peo- 
ple his age (because he has not only kept up, but 
has all this experience to draw upon); He will 
always be appreciative to the people of Agawam 
and he wants them to know it and come celebrate 
with him. 

This case has’ been written up in medical jour- 
nals, Bobby said, “because there is only one other 
reported person who had as high a white blood 
cell count as | did and lived to tell about it.”

Who Sets the Rules? 


The current debate about morality doesn’t 
focus on whether right or wrong exist, but on the 
question of who decides what's right or wrong. 
The person who declares, “Don’t force your 
morality on me” is really raising the question: 
Who decides? Who or what determines that an ac- 
tion is wrong? 


Let’s look at some of the possibilities. One 
alternative is that each individual decides for 
himself. That sounds great but only for a moment. 
Are we prepared to say that a murder or rape is 
wrong only when the attacker thinks it is? No, 
right and wrong isn’t decided by the individual. 


What about majority rule? You know, a 
democratic vote. O.K., so if over 50% of a com- 
munity voted that ‘those niggers” could be barred 
from town facilities or private businesses, that 
would make it right? Are you prepared to say 
“veg?” 

‘i saw the results of a survey where 35% of 
junior high students polled, both boys and girls, 
felt that a guy had the right to force sex ona date 
if he had spent a large amount of money on her. If 
the percentage were a little higher, would that 
make forced sex right? Majority morality has ma- 
jor problems. 


Well, maybe morality is determined by govern- 
ment officials: if the government says it’s right, 
then it is. We shudder to think of what some dic- 
tatorships have declared to be right. 

But what of our own Supreme Court’s Dred 
Scott decision that declared black slaves to be 
nothing more than the personal property of slave- 
owners? Shocking, but true. Government should 
encourage morality, but they don’t determine it. 


lve heard several people suggest that 
something is wrong when it hurts someone else, 
which sounds reasonable enough.

Rather than a cosmic accident, the earth and 
its people are the creative product of God’s 
hands. He has given us freedom of choice. 
Created in His image, we have a deep sense of 
justice, of right and wrong. That is why evil or in- 
justice angers us and why we feel so strongly 
about it. 

This wise and loving God established 
uidelines, or laws, for the proper and effective 
unctioning of His creation. As Creator, he has the 

right to set the standards, just as a landlord has 
the natural right to set certain guidelines for the 
use of his property. 


Not only is this scenario reasonable, but it best 
fits the world as we know it. If we are the chance 
product of an evolutionary chain, why the innate 
sense of right and wrong? Survival of the fittest 
should be the rule. Somebody gets killed—tough 
luck—the stronger “animal” won. 

Again, if the evolutionary framework is correct, 
all of our actions are determined for us. We are 
acted on by random force outside of our control: 
we have no choice. If that is true, why do we hold 
people accountable for their behavior, as if they 
have choice? 


You see, we do have choice because God gave 
it to us. But we also have guidelines that God has 
set for our good.

Controlling Spending Before

—The Firm 

Reading books almost always raises one’s 
hopes, dreams, and expectations as a film version 
looms ahead... 

Such is the case with John Grisham’s The Firm, 
@ novel brimming with intrigue and a complex 
cast of characters that includes a hotshot Har- 
vard attorney, a firm of crooked attorneys, a 
security team with killer instincts, mob connec- 
tions, a shady detective and his blonde bombshell 
secretary, the good wife ... what more cana story 
offer? 

I'll say this much—the book reads much better 
than the film views. 

Tom Cruise is the Harvard hotshot who’s wooed 
by corporations and legal firms from across the 
country but eventually takes up an offer from a 
moderately small firm in America’s heartland 
because they topped his best offer by 20 percent 
and tossed in such perks as a low-interest home 
mortgage and a Mercedes in his choice of color. 

But, Cruise spends far too much time being 
pretty and too little time building up to the horror 
of what is happening under the guise of legal 
counsel in. this firm, which has seen four at- 
torneys under the age of 45 die in just 10 years. 

The cast reads like a who’s who in Hollywood, 
but the only standouts in the whole show are 
Gene Hackman as the older attorney who is per- 
sonally as well as professionally corrupt, and Hol- 


ly Hunter as the ditsy secretary who witnesses her . 


boss’ execution and lives to get even (legally). 

The firm, it seems, is just a laundry for mob 
money. which is routed around the world by way of 
the glamorous Cayman Islands. The firm is not 
above such things as arranging the seduction of 
its newest recruit and using photos of that seduc- 
tion to garner cooperation. And, Cruise is in the 
position of getting caught up in it all or violating 
lawyer/client privilege and facing disbarment. His 
third option is the witness protection program, 
dangled in front of him by federal investigators 
who want to close in on the firm. 

In the quest to save career and marriage, Cruise 
has to find a legal way to nail the bad guys, retain 
his integrity, and not get killed. 

The problem is, Grisham fills in all the details of 
this complex tale graphically in print, whereas on 
film, we see the characters, we get the ballpark 
overview, but we never really get to the core; we 
never sense that the bad guys are really evil. We 
are inundated with characters without rhyme or 
reason, and no charcater is ever really explored. 

Only Hunter and Hackman in their supporting 
roles convince us that they are more than card- 
board characters on the silver screen. 

The Firm, as a film, never gets to the soul of 
Grisham’s tale, and it’s the viewer's loss.

Try watching her again, singing sweetly to birds 
and bunnies, or whistle along with the dwarfs on 
their way to work. And listen, too, as the 
youngsters laugh, cry, gasp, and cheer over the 
wonders wrought by this restoration of one of 
Disney’s earliest works. ‘ 

The resurrection of Disney classics such as this 
gives all of us a chance to regress back to 
childhood, to stop and dream for an hour or two, 
and introduces another generation to some of the 
greatest animation of all time.

Drysdale is just a bit different from my perspec- 
tive. He, too, was playing Major League Baseball 
before | was born. He debuted in April of '56 and 
my arrival would occur the following Christmas. 

When my awarensss of baseball began to 
bloom in early to mid-1963 or thereabouts, Don 
Drysdale was already a legend. Listening to my 
dad, my grandpa, and the announcers, | really 
thought that he could throw the ball through a 
brick wall and that he would hit you in the head 
with it if he felt like it. 

| remember learning that he threw 58%4 con- 
secutive scoreless innings of ball. | bet | thought 
about how amazing that was each time | toed the 
rubber in Little League and gave up about nine 
runs per inning during my short stints on the 
mound. 

The record book tells me that the 6'5”, 
190-pound right-hander out of Van Nuys, Califor- 
nia struck out 2,486 hitters in his 14 seasons. He 
won 209 games. He had 25 wins to lead the league 
in 1962 and he did this and he did that. Those are 
just stats. 

Double Tragedy For Dodger Fans 

The point is that there are legions of Dodger 
fans who have suffered a double tragedy in the 
past week or two as two major pieces of their past 
left us in short order. The equivalent in these parts 
would be to learn that Ted Williams and Joe 
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DiMaggio were suddenly gone. 

But, alas, there is more of a perspective to con- 
sider. These guys gave of themselves during their 
lives and brought a lot of joy to those who watch- 
ed them, rooted for them, and idolized them. This 
is another area where sports contributes so heavi- 
ly and so positively to our communities. 

Upon learning of the passing of a sports hero, it 
becomes a time to once again weigh their con- 
tributions to their team, their community, and the 
entire society at large. Maybe it’s even time to 
smile a couple. of smiles in remembrance of 
something wondrous that each of them once ac- 
complished. 

This was also a week where a veteran fun- 
nyman that also once wore the Dodger uniform 
took his final bow. Fred Gwynne (a.k.a. Herman 
Munster) passed away this week at 66 years of 


age. 

One of the funniest episodes of The Munsters 
(ever) was the one where Herman hit a baseball 
about 25 blocks and it hit a scout on the head. The 
scout figured out how far it was from the nearest 
ballpark and quickly found his newest “can’t miss 
prospect.” j 

Herman did all the things that the scout hoped 
that he might do. He. hit 800-foot homers and 
smoked liners through the gloves of infielders. He 
ran through fences to catch balls. Finally, they 
had to cut Herman from the Dodger squad 
because they figured it would cost too much 
money to repair the field each time he played! 

Herman wasn't really a Dodger. Campanella 
and Drysdale were. But the reason that episode of 


The Munsters was so popular and so funny was 


because of all the great Dodgers that made the 
team so respected and so recognizable. 

| don’t share in any sadness with the passing of 
these two great legends. It simply reminds me 
that baseball has endured for all these years and 
that kids will always have heroes every sum- 
net-=from generation to generation to genera- 
ion. 
Nobody lives forever, but I’m told that the spirit 
never dies and a lot of past and current Dodgers 
gain a lot of their strength and inspiration from 
the efforts and perspiration of these recently 
departed stars.

Deer Hunting Once Again 
Successful In Vermont 


The 1992 deer seasons report from Vermont 
shows that the state has bounced back from 
almost disastrous times to a new high. It can only 
be attributed to good management by the Ver- 
mont Department of Fish and Wildlife. 

In 1992, over the course of 48 legal deer hunting 
days, Sportsmen harvested a total of 14,460 deer 
in Vermont. This was the largest total harvest 
anes 1981, and it exceeded that of 1991 by 25 per- 
cent. 

Some important changes affecting hunting op- 
parity were made last year. First of all, both 
bow and muzzleloader hunters were given the op- 
portunity to purchase second tags. 

The 1992 bow season ran from October 3rd 
through 25th, and December 5th through 13th, 
1992. A new statewide record kill of 3,245 deer 
was set by bowhunters last year. Records were 
set in all of the counties (except for Lamoille and 
Windham) and in 108 towns. 

Nine archers filled a bowtag in December, and 
the remainder of the deer were shot in October. A 
total of 269 hunters shot two deer during October. 


At this time, the number of 1992 bow licenses 
sold exceeds the 1991 tally by 23 percent. 
Residents and non-residents accounted for 21,826 
and 4,920 licenses, respectively. Based on these 
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preliminary license figures, the overall bowhunter 
Success rate was 12 percent. 

During the gun season, re ularly licensed 
hunters harvested a total of 9,254 bucks. Vermont 
residents killed 7,719 bucks, and non-residents 
killed 1,460 of the bucks. 

Preliminary data indicates that a total of 86,886 
licenses bearing a buck tag were sold to 
residents, and another 13,403 were sold to non- 
residents. The opening weekend produced the 
largest proportion of the harvest—about 46 per- 
cent of the bucks were shot on those first two 

ays.

‘A few tips from South bend: When stream 
fishing for trout or walleyes, remember that bigger 
fish won’t chase a lure cast into current and wash- 
ed rapidly downstream. Try casting downstream 
with a lure that will dive to the bottom, and keep it 
coming verly slowly as you work it in a back-and- 
forth pattern. 

Wise fishermen frequently change the sizes of 
lures from % ounce to one ounce to see which the 
fish prefer. Wiser anglers also use light lines on 
light lures because a line that’s too heavy will 
dampen the action too much. 

Conversely, using light line on a heavy lure will 
stress the line, causing it to break more easily 
from wear.
